How many whit* Dsntiats do 
you know of who catBr to Negro pat- 
ronage, are giving employment to 
Xrgro girl* in their offices! ■ 

Dn you not feel ashamed to have 
the public know that a large per cent 
of the 43,000 Negro*, in St. Louis giv's 
their dental work to dentist* who

In conclusion, we will a*k this final 
question: What hope have you ever to 
accomplish anythin K a* a race of peo-
